HIGHLIGHTS TIMELY PROGRAM FOR CANDLELIGHT DINNER

given by Mr. Henry I.. Putch on “The 
Bicentennial Problem; and Possibili- 
ties.” bringing us the latest word on 
Bicentennial plans for Philadelphia. 

Equal to the challenge of following 
in Mr. Putch ’s footsteps is the distin- 
guished Executive Director of the New 
Jersey Historical Commission. Bernard 
Bush, who will bring us the latest, be- 
hind-the-scene news of New Jersey's 
plans for the Bicentennial with an inside 
view of what the Bicentennial in our 
state is all about. 

The intriguing title of Mr. Bush's talk 
is “THE REVOLUTION IS ALIVE 
AND WELL.” It is the keynote of the 
state s emphasis on history in observing 
our 200th birthday as an independent 
nation. 

We will also hear the details of the 
plans for “Liberty Park” which will 
be one of the most important features 
of the Bicentennial celebration. A 
glimpse of what is happening in other

Mr. Bush is no stranger to Haddon- 
lield. He has been a featured speaker at 
our Public Library, at tbe opening 
meeting of our local Bicentennial Com- 
mittee and at the meeting of New Jersey 
M useum Councils at the Indian King. 

Since these talks. New Jersey has 
moved ahead and crystallized its Bicen- 
tennial plans, its concepts of the Bicen-

tennial celebration, and its projection of 
its historical heritage. We are indeed 
fortunate to have Mr. Bu-h return to 
give us the total picture as of now. 

Mr. Bir h is a native New 5 orker. He 
attended New York Universilv and re- 
ceived advanced degrees in American 
hi tors and libran service from Colum- 
bia University. He was assistant librar- 
ian of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace for three \ears be- 
fore coming to New ,|erse\ in 1061 as 
librarian of the New Jersey Historical 
Society, in Newark. In 1962 he joined 
the Stale Library where he was histor- 
ical editor and chief of the History 
Section in the Archives and History 
.Bureau. Since then he was responsible 
for a varietv of historical and cultural 
projects, lib first assignment was to 
plan and assemble exhibitions for the 
History mobile which toured the slate 
during the New Jersey Tercentenary 
from 1961-1964. 

He assisted the State Tercentenary 
Commission in planning and research 
for “The Fundamental Laws and Con- 
stitution of New Jersey.” edited bv 
Julian P. Boyd, a volume in the com- 
mission’s “New Jersey Historical 
Series.” published in 1961. 

Mr. Bush assisted with the work of 
the Commission to Study the Arts in 
New Jersey, headed by former Assem- 
blyman. Charles E. Farrington. T he com- 
mission's report. “The Arts and New 
Jersey.” led to a larv establishing a 
permanent State Council on the Arts. 

He has contributed his skills to the 
Report of the Neyv Jersey Tercentenary 
Commission and from 1061 to 1967 
headed a group of twenty librarians in 
a Negro history project for the Neyv 
Jersey Library Association. The result 
was “New Jersey and the Negro, 1715- 


1966, ” a guide to nearly 2,000 printed 
works, published by the association in 

1967. 

In 1967, Mr. Bush coordinated re- 
rea~ch and information which led to the 
passage of a law creating the New Jersey 
Hi torie Trust and Historic Sites Coun- 
cil in the Department of Conservation 
and Economic Development. 

His contributions in other state his- 
torical projects are too numerous to 
mention here but hi? brilliant back- 
ground in New Jersey history adds luster 
to his post as Executive Director of the 
New Jersey Historical Commission to 
which he was appointed in 1969.

FORTNIGHTLY NOW HISTORIC SITE 
AIDED BY OUR PAST PRESIDENTS 

On Sunday. February I. the H addon 
Fortnightly celebrated its admission in 
the National Register of Historic Sites. 
The beautiful ceremonies included a 
presentation by our past president who 
with his wife. Martha, another past 
president, prepared the Fortnightly’s 
application to both the state and national 
committees. 

Only those who have seen these com- 
plicated application forms can appreci- 
ate not only the tremendous amount of 
work that is entailed in this task hut 
the historic and architectural knowledge 
that is needed to meet the Register's 
requirements. 

A charming recognition of this effort 
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which now saves one of our beautiful 
historic buildings from Federal en- 
croachment and makes it eligible for 
Federal and State funds was presented 
to the Goettelmanns in the form of a 
commemorative plaque on which is 
printed most artistically a “Commemor- 
ative Ode.” The Ode yvas written and 
prerented to Martha and Lou by Mrs. 
Thomas F. Gibson. Historian of the 
Haddoti Fortnightly. We think it should 
he reprinted here as a permanent record 
in the Society’s annals.
